With the revival of the Indian 
music there is certain to b e an aw ak­ 
ening of the Indian spirit, the heritage 
of centuries of wild .fe on the plains 
and in the forests, anu with these there 
is sure to come some restoration of the 
manliness for which the race was noted 
and for lack of which the Indians are 
struggling with disease aud ineb riety . 
Few, indeed, have any idea of the 
real Indian music. The reds do not pa­ 
rade their national songs or their mu­ 
sical Instruments.

household to work. 
W hether Mr. Carnegie wakens when 
the first bars are played or whether he ' 
Is gradually roused from slumber de­ 
pends, he says, on how tired he is. At 
any rate he believes in being brought 
back to consciousness by the music of 
some hym n he loves, so that his first 
thoughts will be restful, soothing and 
give him inspiration for the day.

The steam heating plant in­ 
stead of being in tailed in a basement 
is in one of the rooms adjoining the 
kitchen, which is also used as a store­ 
room. 
Here the boiler stands and is 
connected with radiators just as if 
would be if located in the cellar of a 
fine dwelling.
